Your RadioShack Dual-Powered Pocket Calculator can operate from 
two different power sources, so you can use it almost anywhere. Your 
calculator’s built-in solar panel provides power when you expose the 
calculator to light. In dim light, the supplied internal battery provides 
power. 

Auto-Comma — the calculator automatically adds commas to num- 
bers over 3 digits, making it easy to read large numbers. 

Four-Function Memory — saves important subtotals.

CALCULATION EXAMPLES 

Basic Arithmetic 


Calculation

Addition 

256 + 378 = 

634. 

Subtraction

Turning on the Calculator 

To turn on the calculator, press [cE/c] {clear/on). 

To clear the calculator for the next entry, repeatedly press Q {clear/ 
on) until 0 . appears. 

Notes: 

• To conserve battery power, your calculator automatically turns off 
about 8 to 12 minutes after you make the last entry. 

• Your calculator loses any pending calculations when it automati- 
cally turns off. 

Correcting Entry Errors 

If you enter an incorrect number, press {clear/on) once. Then en- 
ter the correct number and proceed with your calculation. 

If you enter an incorrect function key (h-, -, x, or -^), simply press the 
correct function key and continue.

20% reduction of 800 


Reciprocal Calculation 


Example 

You Press 

You See 

To find the reciprocal of a number, simply enter 
the number, then press -5 followed by =. 

8-^ = 

0.125 


E (error) appears on the lower left corner of the display when: 

• A calculation result exceeds eight digits (an overflow error). 

• A memory calculation exceeds eight digits (the memory contents 
remain unchanged). 

• You try to divide by 0. 

• You try to calculate the square root of a negative number. 

If E appears, press {clear/on) to clear the error.

Memory Calculations 

To store a value in memory, first press M" (memory recall) twice to 
clear the memory. Then enter the number and press M+. 

To add a value to the current memory value, enter the number or cal- 
culation, then press M+. The calculator totals the current calculation, 
and adds that value to memory. 
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To subtract a value from the current memory value, enter the number 
or calculation, then press M The calculator totals the current calcula- 
tion, then subtracts that value from memory. 

To recall the value from memory, press M?.

Constant Calculations 


Calculation

With multiplication, the first value you enter is the constant. In this 
example, 5 is the constant

For addition, subtraction, and division, the second value you enter is 
the constant. In these examples, 50 is the constant.

CARE 

Modifying or tampering with the calculator’s Internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate Its warranty. If your calcula- 
tor Is not performing as it should, take It to your local RadloShack store 
for assistance. 

REPLACING THE BATTERY 

Although your calculator uses solar power most 
of the time, the back-up battery eventually 
weakens and needs replacing. If the display 
dims In a dark room, replace the calculator’s 
battery with a fresh 389A battery (not supplied). 

We recommend a RadloShack alkaline battery. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove both 
screws from the back cover. 


2. To separate the front and back case halves, carefully Insert and 
twist a flat-head screwdriver between the two halves of the case. 

3. Remove the old battery. 

4. Insert the new battery with the positive (+) side up. 

5. Snap the case halves back together, and secure the back cover 
with the screws. 

Warning: Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recom- 
mended type. Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. Keep button-cell batteries away from children. 
Swallowing a button-cell battery can be fatal.

Mark-Up Calculation 

The mark-up function helps you find an Item’s selling price based on 
the cost and the desired gross profit margin, and also lets you deter- 
mine the gross profit margin given the cost and selling price. 


The Gross Profit Margin (GPM) is the percentage of the selling price 
that is profit. (Price - Cost) -r Price x 100 = GPM.

Find the selling price of an item that cost 
you $1 00, with a mark-up of 20%

Find the gross profit margin on an item that
